■< Ffults remain in fair condition and 
pecans progressing very satisfactorily 
with more than the usual number of 
nuts on the trees. 
Pastures have improved, sugar cane 
and peanuts arc doing 
well.

Smyth’s report follows: 
“Rainfall was qmte general in the 
state on the day of the preceed- 
ing week, and showers occurred al­ 
most daily at scattered places during 
the past week. 
The rainfall 
was 
heavy in places. Good rains are stiU 
needed in many sections of the state, 
especially in some of the more north­ 
ern' counties and in some areas in the 
southwestern portion. 
Temperatures 
were above normal daily, and the mi<* 
P*jf of the week was unusually, 
warm with the highest temperatures 
at reporting stations ranging from t 
92 degrees on the coast to 103 degrees 
in the interior. 
The lowest temper­ 
atures for the week at the individual 
,stations ragged- from 66 to 73 degrees 
All crops are clea n .----- 
^“Cotton made fairly good to very 
good progress where rainfall was suf­ 
ficient but slow to fairly good growth 
in areas where moisture was inade­ 
quate. The. condition of cotton ranges 
from poor to excellent, being mostly 
fair to good. 
Plants are blooming to 
the extreme northern portion, 
and 
bolls are opening In a few widely scat­ 
tered; places in the southern portion. 
BoU weevils were reported in central 
and southern portions, with 
only 
slight damage locally. 
"Com, truck craps, sweep potatoes, 
aod pastures, ii^pyoved apd arc in 
good condition in areas where there 
has bebn sufficient 
rainfall;

.whpre these crops are mostly in poor 
to only fair condition, and in some 
areas deteriorating badly, on account 
of inadequate rainfall.
